We  must  here  emphasize  the  debt  of  gratitude  the  Federation  owes  to  its 
member  clubs  and  the  hard  working  individuals  who  have  helped  with  the 
entries,  catalogued,  served  as  secretaries,  arranged  the  various  functions  and 
who  have  proved  helpful  in  so  many  difficult  and  exacting  tasks;  to  the  Director 
of  The  Toledo  Museum  of  Art,  Mr.  Otto  Wittmann,  to  Mr.  Rudolf  Riefstahl  and 
the  entire  Museum  Staff;  and  to  our  many  friends  and  patrons.
